‘The indefinite language of the verdict. re- 
turned by the coroner in the antitoxin cases 
practically nullifies the result of the inquest 
which has been very costly to the city,’’ 
said Charles W. Francis, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, who is acting Health Com- 
missioner during the absence of Dr. Max 
C. Starkloff, to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday. 

“The purpose of coroners’ inquests is to 
determine the responsibility for death. The 
curoner in. this case failed to fix this re- 
sponsibility, after conducting a three weeks’ 
inquiry. 

“He merely charges the Board of Health 
with negligence. He had no right to do that. 
His duty was to find whether or not the 
person by whom the antitoxin was prepared 
was negligent. This he totally failed to do. 

“When. the coroner holds an inquest on a 
street car victim, he never finds that the 
company has been negligent, unless the un- 
lawfulness of the schedule is involved. He 
holds the motorman if there is negligence. 

“He should have done the same thing in 
the case—he should have held the person di- 
rectly responsible if the evidence justified 
such action. 


BOARD NOT NEGLIGENT. 

“The board of health was not negligent. 
Iam a member of the board of health and 
{ didn’t know anything about the mgnu- 
facture of antitoxin and didn’t have any- 
thing more to do with it than the man in 
the moon. 

“The head of the board of health would 
be glad to punish the person responsible 
for this great misfortune, but it can’t pro- 
ceed under the coroner’s verdict...That isn't 
worth a hill of beans. No one could be 
convicted under it in a criminal proceeding. 

“Undoubtedly the inquiry divulged the ne- 
cessary information to determine who was 
responsible The board of health was the 
coroner's ablest second in the endeavor to 
ascertain the truth. It wanted the truth 
and nothing but that. It wanted the _re- 
sponsibility fixed. 


BOARD HIRED EXPERTS. 

“In its desire to accomplish this, it em- 
ployed the three bacteriologists by whom 
the infected antitoxin was examined. The 
coroner didn't employ them. He didn't 
even suggest their appointment. The board 
took the initiative. The original plan of the 
board was to hold an investigation inde- 
pendently, but it finally determined to al- 
low the coroner to do the work because he 
had the power to summon witnesses and 
the board did not. The board either sug- 
gested or procured the witnesses. It gath- 
ered up the portion of the infected anti- 
toxin that had not been used, and turned it 
over to the coroner. 

“All this wae done that it might have 
light. Then the coroner returned a verdict 
that leaves us in darkness, a verdict that 
will make necessary a repetition of the in- 
quiry from beginning to end by another 
body before anything can be done by the 


board. 
BOARD CANNOT ACT. 

“Certainly the board cannot take any ac- 
tion at present. It wili probably wait on 
the mayor or the city council. 

“I don’t know what the authority of the 
mayor is, but the Council undoubtedly has 
the right to proceed. If neither body should 
act, the board will take up the case on iis 
own responsibility. The respqpsibility must 
be fixed and the board will do it if no one 
else will.”’ ® 

Mr. Francis notified Dr. Starkloff Mon- 
day of the verdict of the coroner, but has 
not heard from him. He is at Senath, Mo., 
on a hunting outing. He is expected home 
either Tuesday night or Wednesday by Mr. 
Francis, who thinks he will interrupt his 
pleasure to take up the cause of the board 
of health. 

THE MAYOR’S POSITION. 

Mayor Wells said Tuesday that the ver- 
dict in the antitoxin cases had not been 
brought to his attention. 

‘I cannot discuss them until I take them 
up,” he said. ‘Il haven't any idea what ac- 
tion I shall take, but it is quite probable

Benjamin Schnurmacher, city counselor, 
was asked by the Post-Disptach what body 
or person had the authority to proceed in

The Man Who Is 
Under Arrest. 


Policeman Sherwell is 35 years of age, 
married and resided with his tamily, cun- 
sisting of his wife and two chiidren, a 
boy, 4 years old, and a girl, aged 6, at 319 
West Maryland street. 

He was appointed to the police force Aug. 
24, 190. Formerly he was employed as a 
nightwatchman at the Heitz Milling Co. 
His application for a membership on the 
department was indorsed by many prom:- 
nent citizens and his arrest for the mur- 
der of Lena Renner has shocked the com 
munity. 

He was regarded as a model officer. His 
beat included the fashionable residence dis- 
trict of Evansviile. He had a speaking ac 
quaintance with practically every person om 
his beat. In manmer, courteous and re- 
tined, he made many friends, 

‘Ihe modei officer of the Hvansville polic« 
department is tall and well proportioned; he 
has a face that might be called handsome 
A smali, sandy mustache hides his mouth 
The lips are thick and firm set. The chit 
rounds to a point. His cheeks are full anc 
round, and he has a florid complexion. 

The ears appear abnormally large. The 
nose is regular and tapers at the end. The 
eyes, a deep blue, are large and full of ex- 
pression. The forehead is narrow. The 
upper portion is shaped like an egg. Dark 
auburn hair hides the head. The hair is 
well kept. Sherwell generally wore a siouch 
hat, the front partcof which almost cov- 
ered his eyes. 

He was unusually reserved. He seldom 
had much to say to his brother officers, 
and settled his official affairs in a few 
words. All last night he sat behind the 
bars whither he had conducted many an 
unfortunate, but not @ sound escaped him. 
His wife called at the jail, but was denied 
aamittance. 

The turnkey attempted to strike up a con- 
versation. He failed. The model officer had 
shut pp like a clam. 


One Man May 
Have Murdered All. 


Four women and possibly a fifth have 
died here within two years at the hands of 
a strangler. From the manner of their 
deaths and the apparent deiiberation with 
which they were planned the police have 
formed the theory that not unlikely the 
murders were conceived in the mind of 
one man. 

In a warrant issued at the instigation of 
Coroner John P., Wilkes Policeman Sher- 
well is charged with: having murdered Miss 
Lena Renner, whose body was found in a 
creek at the outskirts of Evansville at 56 
o'clock on the evening of Nov. 11. 

In this identical spot and under the same 
circumstances Mre. Mary Anne Stork was 
strangled to death on the night of April 3, 
1899. Not a bruise was visible on Lena Ren- 
ner. Slight finger marks on the throat told 
the manner of her death. The murderer 
poceeded calmly to his task and executed it 
with apparent ease. Swift, sure and terrible 
punishment was meted out to his victim. 
Not a trace of the murderer was left be- 
hind. 

To.all appearances the woman had died 
from natural causes. The post-mortem ex- 
amination revealed that her windpipe was 
severed. In the stomach a smal) quantit 
of morphine was found. The poison woul 
indicate that the fiend had ee his vic- 
tim and strangled her while she was @ a 
helpless stupor. . 

Early in the morning of Nov. 12 the dead 
body of Mrs. Georgia Halley was found on 
the First avenue road one-half mile west 
of the city. Her neck was broken. That 
she struggled with her merciless slayer was 
evident from her Gotning which war torn 
in several places.

“Nothing new,”’ he would always say, and 
then left the office as silently as he came. 
Yesterday morning he appeared at police 
headquarters as usual. 

“Good morning, chief,”’ he said, smiling. 

Heuke did not return the salutation, but, 
placing his hand on Sherwell's shoulder, 
said: “You are wanted at once at the 
prosecuting attorney’s office. You may be 
needed there all day.”’ 

After an hour spent with that official 
Sherwell was escorted to the coroner's of- 
fice.

She re- 
plied, he testified, that she had an engage- 
ment to go buggy riding, but didn't believe 
the man would keep the appointment. 

“Shortly after,’ added Fisher, “I heard 
a knock at the door and the visitor was 
welcomed by the girl. He did not enter 
the room where I was nor could I recog- 
nize his voice.” 

Testimony of Policeman Ira Wiltshire was 
to the effect that at ll o'clock Monday 
night he saw a surrey which he recognized 
as that of Sherwell's pass Fulton avenue 
at the intersection of Columbia street. 

He did not see the driver. The vehicle 
was going towards Sherwell’s home.

case and ‘started Out upon another theory. 
Theories were shattered as soon as they 
were established. 

The coroner's inquest was then begun, 
and before a jury composed of the most 

citizens of Washington the 
guests of the hotel on the night of the 
tragedy and the friends of the murdered 
man were examined in a vain effort to 
throw some light on the mystery. Nothing 
of importance had been dev eloped at the 
examination and the expert witnesses who 
had been employed were explaining to the 
jury the significance of the handprint on 
the window sill. 

On the afternoon of May 2 Mrs. Bonine 
told Detective Herne. a man who had prer- 
sistently clung to the theory that Mrs. Bo- 
nine was the woman in the case, that she 
had a statement she desired to make. 
Jauntily she accompanied him to police 
headquarters, and in the presence of tne 
chief of police, Inspector Boardman and 
the district attorney, she made her state- 
ment, cleariy and calmly, speaking slowly 
that the stenographer might get every 
word she uttered.

Ever since the tragedy 
the detectives have been working upon the 
case, and the prosecution a it has « 
strong case against Mrs. Bonine, although 
her confession cannot be introduced as tes- 
timony at the trial 

The identity of the pistol, of the fan, the 
previous exploits and reputation of Mrs. 
Bonine, her relations with Ayres, the red 
handprint, the figure on the fire escape and 
other facts are to be used by the prosecu- 
tion in an attempt to fasten the crime 
upon her by circumstantial evidence, buf 
many who have followed the case declare 
that but for Mrs. Bontne's confession there 
never would have been an arrest in the 
case. 

The probability of conviction depends up- 
on the ability of the prosecution to break 
down this story. The defense has adduced 
evidence to confirm the “‘confession.’’ The 
government has done all within its power 
to show the absence of the element of 
probability in Mrs. Bonine’s statement.
